2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: All the claims 
are allowable over the prior art of record because prior art fail to teach or fairly suggest 
capturing one or more bus events corresponding to a split transaction generated by the 
bus device and sending an indication or response to the bus device that the transaction 
has been completed using a network interface before encapsulating the captured bus 
events into packets, generating a write response to the write request before sending the 
write request to a network host, the interface receiving an acknowledged completion 
indication from the serial bus device to inform the interface that the write response was 
received, and the interface encapsulating the serial bus write request into one or more 
packets with the tunneling header, or other similar aspects recited in each of the claims.
